Retail Merchants’ Assacutian will 
Ask Council ta Pat Bawn Con­ 
crete Pavement in Centre Sqaare 
Other Rosiness 


Another stride forward in the cam 
paif n for the betterment of Gettysburg 
was taken Friday evening by the Re­ 
tail Merchants' Association when pre­ 
lim inary measures were instituted to 
secure all concrete pavements in the 
Square. 
A committee consisting of Wm. 
Arch McClean. E. P. Wisotzkey and 
J. I. Mumper was appointed to appear 
before the Town Council asking that 
the Council {save their portions of the 
pavements in the Square with concrete, 
those portions of the Square to receive 
Brat consideration where abutting pro­ 
perty owners agree to put down con­ 
c i t e on their eleven foot space 
As matters now stand the two W est­ 
ern corners w ill need very little of the 
concrete work done by property owners 
until all that remains in brick’will he 
the tow n’s property. 
The Borough is 
responsible for all of the pavement 
I**yond the eleven 
feet immediately 
adjoining the building line. The com­ 
m ittee w ill take up the matter with 
the Council for action at its meeting 
on Tuesday evening 
The Railroad Committee 
was

to be asked w ill be that the evening

Reading railroads the 
matter of their running cheap excitr 
sions to Gettysburg daring the Fall 
months. This practice 
was discon­ 
tinued some time ago and the business 
men want it resumed.

tail Merchants* Association was effect­ 
ed at Friday night's meeting and here­ 
after the membership fee 
w ill 
be 
$5.00.

cent outbreak of the foot mid mouth 
disease in some of the eastern states 
the plague was discovered in a herd 
of 126 cattle near La Salle. N. Y. 
As 
soon as the government inspectors 
were notified they had a trench dug 
IO feet wide, 8 feet deep and 175 
feet long. The herd was driven close 
to the edge of this pit and shot, the 
bodies toppling over into it or being 
pushed in and later covered with sev­ 
eral feet of earth. 
M easures of this 
kind impose a heavy loss on the owner 
of infected herds, but only in such 
way can a spread of plagues be pre­ 
vented.

READY TO FI6HT MONOPOLY 


Declares L eg is latten Must Be Enacted 


at Cerning Session of Congress to 
Preserve Water Power Sites and 


Coal Lands In th# W elt 


Washington, O ct 2.—Unequivocally 
asserting that a monopoly now is in 
process of formation whose object is 
to 
obtain 
possession of the water 
power sites of the country, Gifford 
Pinchot, chief of the bureau of for­ 
estry, who returned from an extended 
inspection in the w est declared that 
remedial legislation must be enacted 
at the coming session of congress if 
this great natural resource is to be 
preserved to the people. 
The problem of how best to prevent 
the nation’s water power sites from 
being gobbled up by Ajjeb combina­ 
tions, Mr. Pinchot predicted, will be 
one of the biggest issues which the 
next session of congress will have to 
thresh out. 
While he stated that the 
alleged trust Is now only in the for­ 
mative stage, Mr. Pinchot declared 
that prompt action on tho part of con­ 
gress is necessary to throttle it Upon 
the proper solution of this question 
the future happiness of a great many 
people rests, he said. 
Looming up as another big problem 
which will confront congress will be 
the question of the disposition of vast 
areas of coal lands In the west, but 
principally in Alaska. It is important 
that congress should take prompt ac­ 
tion on this important matter, Mr. Pin­ 
chot said, for the protection of the 
country’s fuel supply and also to pre­ 
vent a monopoly in that product. 
Any doubt that may have existed as 
to whether Mr. Pinchot would con­ 
tinue to advocate 
the 
policies for 
which he has fought so hard, was set 
at rest by him. As a result of his west­ 
ern tour he is as fully determined as 
ever to continue his policies regarding 
the conservation of the country’s nat­ 
ural resources and the great national 
forest reserves. Not only did Mr. Pin­ 
chot assert that President Taft is thor 
oughly imbued with the conservation 
movement, but be declared that the 
people of the country are now more 
completely aroused over the matter 
than at any previous time. President 
Taft, Mr. Pinchot said, has expressed 
himself In favor of a conservation 
commission, and added that he was 
also in accord with that suggestion. 
“Have you anything to say on the 
question of conservation?” Mr. Pin­ 
chot was asked. 
“Yes. I have,” he replied, with great 
emphasis. ’*1 wish to announce that I 
have come back here to continue my 
work in conservation and forestry just 
as I have done In the past There will 
be no change In either policy.**

TIE MAN OE ONE IDEA

One morning about fifty years ago a 
tall man with a black beard, bis bead 
bent in thought sauntered along the 
bunk of a creek in Pennsylvania. 
An 
id e a had got into bis brain, and he 
could not get it out. 
There have been many men similarly 
infected, but there have been few —a 
very few —who have worked out their 
idea successfully. 
The man of oue idea stopped beside 
a trench aud watched people placing 
blankets on the w ater it contained, 
then taking them up and wringing 
them over tubs. 
This was the early 
method used in gathering petroleum. 
The oil exuded from the soil aud when 
collected in the trenches, being lighter 
than water, rose to the surface, from 
which it was either absorbed by the 
blankets or skimmed in dippers. 
The 
process had been borrowed from the 
Indians, who used petroleum for lini­ 
m ent 
The man watching the work bad 
seen It often before. 
W hence came 
this oil? 
A vision of a great oil lake 
lying below the stratum of rock cov­ 
ered by the soil from which the petro­ 
leum exuded filled his mind. 
And why 
did it come up through the soil? 
Be­ 
cause of pressure. 
There was not 
room for the oil lake in its rock prison. 
ami it was striving to get out. 
Then came the thought, if he could 
bore a hole in the rock the oil would 
burst forth as w ater from a hydrant. 
One morning in the spring of isr>7 
the man of one idea started from .New 
Haven. Conn., for the banks of Oil 
creek. Pennsylvania, with a thousand 
dollars In bis pocket, furnished by 
la k e r s , to be used in drilling that 
hole. 
With it he bought an engine 
and hired an experienced driller. The 
engine was long in coming, and the 
driller, convinced that his employer 
was a crank, finally refused to stand 
by bim. The sum m er wore away, the 
money was expended, and the enthu­ 
s ia st’s backers, losing faith in him. de­ 
clined to furnish more funds. 
Those who w'ere collecting oil in 
blankets and skimm ing it from the 
surface of water went on with their 
work regardless of the man of one 
idea. 
The people living on Oil creek, 
passing day after day his uncompleted 
preparation*, considered him a mono­ 
maniac—a man who wished to bore 
down into the earth to find a lake of 
oil. 
What ni*»re absurd Idea had ever 
got into the brain of man? 
The sto­ 
ries of Muuehauseii were no more Im­ 
probable. 
The children in the streets 
J«h*red him. and their parents tapped 
their foreheads as he passed. 
The winter <*anie un. aud the man of 
one idea found himself fa< lug poverty. 
His funds ls»tti for the purposes of 
working out his dream and for sup­ 
porting til* family 
were exhaust**! 
His children i»**eded f*s«d aud clothing, 
but shopkeepers declined to give cred­ 
it to one who was looking for a ;>e- 
troleum lake in the bowels of the 
earth 
A year passed, during which not a 
ray of boi*e came to the man of one 
Idea 
Then in the spring of 1859 he 
s u ceded 
in 
Infecting 
two 
others 
wit Ii his delusion, and they provided 
him with new capital with which to 
continue his boring. 
He secured the 
sort ices of a practical salt driller and 
his two sons, who possessed a com­ 
plete outfit of tools to be used in the 
work. 
No sooner had they begun to drill 
than through the porous soil water 
poured into their well. filling it with 
mud and interfering with their work 
The drill censed to bore, but the brain 
of the man of one idea wTorked on. He 
must invent some method of preserv­ 
ing his well. Various experim ents lie 
tried failed. 
Then, securing some »*ast 
iron piping, he drove It into the ground 
that be might bore within IL 
That it 
was of cast rather than wrought Iron 
Indicates the man’s pinched resources. 
It would not stand the blows neces 
sary to drive it into the soil. After 
more delay better piping was secured 
and a section driven in. It stood the 
hammering, and. another section hav­ 
ing been welded to it, this was also 
pounded down successfully. Thus some 
sixty feet of piping was introduced 
and bedrock reached. 
The obstacle having been removed, 
the drill was set to work. The man 
was nearing the attainm ent of tits 
Idea. 
He drilled but two days when 
the bit struck a crevice, and. being 
withdrawn.

Picking Hops.

SUCCESS WITH SHEEP. 


Bom* Points on the Management of the 
Flock In Summer. 
A man should see bls sheep at least 
once every day. There are so many 
little things that will come up. things 
th at need not worry him at all if be 
will but take them In time, like find­ 
ing an old ewe on her back in a hol­ 
low, or an udder with too much milk 
therein, or a lamb with maggots, or 
the beginning of scours iii the lambs 
(which la one of the signs of stomach 
worms), or a rheep going lame, the 
•ure sign of trouble and to be attended 
to on the spot. The best thing to treat

foot lameness when deep seated or 
wnen the sheep is to be treated In the 
field is buryrln of antimony. It Is very 
sure and quick, which is the essential 
of a good remedy for this disease. 
Bait is necessary for sheep, and they 
should have plenty of It. If the flock 
is on pasture liable to cause bloat mix 
salt with air slaked lime, a little more 
lime than salt. They will eat it, and it 
seems to act favorably on the stom ­ 
ach and prevents bloat Tobacco stems 
should at all times be kept before the 
flock. 
A good way to get the sheep to 
eating much tobacco is to dip the 
stem s In weak brine and give no ad­ 
ditional salt. 
Now ami then there will reappear 
within your dock that old and terrible 
disorder railed foot rot. We have sue* 
ceeded in eradicating It from our flock 
by causing the sheep to pass every 
day through a trough in which there 
was a solution of blue vitriol, w ater 
and quicklime. 
After we had seen no 
m«*re of the disease for some tim e we 
left off using the vitriol and used sim ­ 
ply the lime, making a thick white­ 
wash. 
This destroys all germs that 
•re of recent lodging, and when once 
the sheep are well and kept off the 
Infected ground sufficient tim e for the 
germs in the soil to perish you will 
never again see the disease In your 
flock unless you bring to-it a diseased 
shf*ep or allow them to trespass upon 
infected soil. 
We do not find It necessary to feed 
grain to ewes on grass or green foods. 
We do find It profitable to feed grain 
to the lambs when we wish to market 
them fat iii the early summer. 
We 
have found pumpkins a great help in 
feeding the flock in the fall. 
There 
is a great deal of nutrim ent in the 
pumpkin, and. besides this, the seeds 
themselves are stored with nutrim ent 
ami are also quite efficient vermifuges, 
so that one will undoubtedly effect rn 
considerable Increase In the health of 
his flock by feeding liberally of pump­ 
kins. 
In our practice we do not re­ 
move the seeds, but haul the entire 
pumpkins to the pasture in large quan­ 
tities. letting the sheep gnaw their 
way Into them as best they can. They 
will In this way eat the pumpkins 
clean, while lf they were broken the 
H*-eds would all be eaten first and 
p rhap* the flesh left to decay.—Jo­ 
seph E
